On March 8, 1862, precisely at 
noon, the Confederate Merrimac 
steamed out of the Elizabeth 
River, from Norfolk, and stood 
toward the Union fleet off Hamp- 
ton Roads. 


It was a substantial array. 
There were the steam frigates 
Minnesota, Roanoke and Congress, 
each with 50 guns. There was the 
sailing frigate St. Lawrence, 12 
guns, and the sloop Cumberland, 
with 24 guns. Their armament 
was mainly 86-inch and 9-inch can- 
non. It was the heaviest array of 
batteries the Federal government 
had been able to assemble. 


Inexorable Doom 


Slowly, steadily, the cumber- 
some Merrimac bore down on the 
Congress and the Cumberland, 
like the inexorable doom she was. 

At less than a quarter mile the

The sloop Cumberland fired.

The Minnesota had fled, mean- 
while, and had herself been 
grounded in shallow water where 
the heavy Merrimac could not go. 


Shore batteries were blasting 
away with their heavy seige guns 
without effect. The burning Con- 
gress soon blew up. More than 
half her crew were lost. The offi- 
cers were taken prisoners, the 
crew released. 


After several ineffectual at- 
tempts to reach the out-of-range, 
beached Minnesota the Merrimac 
returned to Norfolk. 


The Merrimac was the world’s 
first armored war véssel—heavy 
steel rails covered a new oak 
frame built to withstand great 
shock and weight.

Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb said Tuesday he will 
seek passage of legislation to reimburse Fulton County 
for the entire expense of the county’s probe of state 


government wrongdoings. 


Webb disclosed his plans after 
learning that Gov. Vandiver had 
turned down the Fulton County 
Commission’s request that the 
state supply the.county $10,000 to 
defray the costs of trial of pend- 
ing state probe cases. 


‘Church Backs 
Egleston Site 
For Housing 


A resolution urging Atlanta’s 
Board of Aldermen to “‘rezone the 
Egleston site from M-1 Industrial 
to A-2 Residential, so that it may 
be used by the Atlanta Housing 
Authority’’, has been unanimously 
adopted by the congregation of 
United Liberal Church 


The church, at 605 Boulevard, 
NE, is located near the Egleston 
site and is one of Atlanta's three 
integrated churches. 


The rezoning motion was intro- 
duced Sunday during a “talk 
back”’ session following a sermon 
titled “Will Atlanta Commit Sui- 
cide?” delivered by the pastor, 
the Rey. Mr. Edward A. Cahill. 


Tracing the problems of ‘‘over- 
population and haphazard and 
aimless expansion” facing Ameri- 
ca’s cities, the Rev. Mr. Cahill 
reviewed the defeat of the Hous- 
ing Authority’s proposal to rezone 
the Egleston property to provide 
public housing for Negroes dis- 
placed by the city’s slum clear- 
ance program. 


“Egleston is a test case which 
will decide whether or not At- 
lanta is willing to adequately re- 
place families displaced by urban 
renewal,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Cahill. 

He denied that rezoning of the 
Egleston site would pose a threat 
to near-by white schools. 


“Actually there will be a deficit 
of 383 Negro families when the 
project is completed,’’ he said. 


The solicitor also said he plans 
to ask the commissioners to sup- 
ply the money needed. 


SEEKS ALLOCATION 


“I feel sure they will furnish 
the money in their meeting to- 
morrow,” Webb commented. 


Although he did not directly say 
so, it was evident Webb planned 
to ask the state to reimburse the 
county for the $50,000 initially al- 
located for the probe—and now 
spent—and for the $10,000 he will 
ask the commissioners to allo- 
cate. 


The solicitor said he is first 
trying to determine whether the 
Legislature can _ constitutionally 
make such a reimbursement. 


VANDIVER DECLINES 


“If I determine it can, I am 
going to ask for a bill reimburs- 
ing the county out of the profits 
over and above the tax and pen- 
alties that were owed under the 
tax cases,”” Webb added. 


Vandiver, in a letter which 
County Commission Chairman 
James H. Aldredge released Tues- 
day, pointed out that the state 
already had allocated $10,000 to 
the county to wind up the investi- 
gations before they were taken 
over by the new state criminal 
law division. 


NOT FOR FUTURE 


The agreement under which the 
allocation was made “‘did not con- 
template including the future costs 
of prosecution and trial of those 
cases,”” Vandiver said. 


“While the investigation of | 
wrongdoing in state government 
is a state responsibility, the costs 
incident to the prosecution and 
trial of such cases, other than the 
salaries of the judges and the so- 
licitors general as paid through 
the state treasurer, rest under 


our laws with the counties and 
not the state government,”’ the | 
governor stated. 


For this reason, he said, the 
state “‘will not be able to furnish 
the sum of $10,000 in this in- 
stance.”

Atlanta—In answer to those 
who advocate stern punishments 
in our Georgia prison system I 
would like to quote from Charles 
Dickens who describes a much 
sterner system and its results dur- 
ing the 18th century. 

“Putting to death was a recipe 
in vogue with all trades and pro- 
fessions. Accordingly, the forger 
was put to death; the utterer of 
a bad note was put to death; the 
unlawful opener of a letter was 
put to death; the purloiner of 40 
shillings and sixpence was put to 
death etc.,...etc.,...etc.... 


“Not that it did the least good 
in the way of prevention—it might 
almost have been worth remark- 
ing that the fact was exactly the 
reverse.” 

These words are quite pertinent 
to some of the rough treatment 
which has been reported in our 
Georgia prison system. Man has 
for centuries tried and practiced 
these methods with very poor re- 
sults. It is time that we come to 
learn the only true way of dealing 
out punishment to offenders and 
that’-is the Christian way, the 
way which leads to reformation.

Speak “‘all the words,” the an- 
gel said. In all the professions 
we see a trend toward specializa- 
tion. One physician treats the 
eyes, another practices surgery, 
another confines himself to in- 
ternal medicine, and so on. Law- 
yers specialize, too. One tries 


criminal cases, another enly works 


on tax cases, some give all 
their time to title work. 


And it is a temptation for the 
minister to specialize on one 
part of the Gospel to the neglect 
of the entire Gospel. But “‘all the 
words”’ of the Gospel are of equal 
importance and must be pro 
claimed. 


There are the great social issues 
of the day and justice to all peo- 
ples is one of the words of the 
Gospel. In the first book of the 
Bible we are taught that we are 
our brother’s keeper and what- 
ever harms one of God's children 
is wrong. Today the preacher is 
compelled to speak about such 
things as liquor, gambling, racial 
intolerance, housing conditions, in- 
decent literature, etc. 


When a state threatens to close 
its schools, to deny large num- 
bers of its children the opportun- 
ities of an education, the preach- 
er is compelled to speak. To re- 
main silent in the face of any 
great social issue is a betrayal 
of his calling. But social justice

is just one of the words of the 
Gospel. 

Personal redemption is anoth- 
er word of the Gospel. Man is 
an emotional creature subject to 
fear, sorrow and defeat. Again and 
again Christ spoke words of 
peace to troubled minds. He 
brought faith to fearful men. He 
spoke to those who were defeat- 
ed and inspired them to new life. 
This personal Gospel has been 
criticized by some but nowhere 
in the New Testament do I find 
it taught that there is virtue in 
failure. The Gospel does teach 
the ways of successful living. 

Also, the Gospel is redemptive 
in that it presents a Saviour from 
sin. For the preacher merely to 
tell man he is a sinner and con- 
demn his sin is not preaching the 
“words of life.” Rather is - that 
preaching the words of death. 
When man becomes burdened by 
guilt, despair and shame, there 
is a “word of life’ which he 
should have preached to him. Kk 
is about Him whose blood 
cleanses from all sin, about The 
Christ who has the power to over- 
come our weaknesses, who loves 
us in spite of what we may have 
done. 

“All the words” include more 
than social justice and personal 
redemption. We will discuss the 
matter further in this column to- 
morrow.

It is gratifying to note that Georgia 
Tech continues to make progress in its 
research program, ranking as the South’s 
largest and the nation’s tenth largest re- 
search organization among the 116 uni- 
versities and colleges who are members 
of the Engineering College Research 
Council. :

Crisler was chairman of the 
National Committee when the pla- 
toon game was stored in dry dock. 

Outlar The current chairman is Gen. 
Robert Neyland of Tennessee, who is about as fond of platoon 
football as he is of Kentucky. Therefore, the National Com- 
mittee, which alters the rules, may again ignore the mandate 
from Ks members. 


Tech’s Bobby Dodd has been a staunch campaigner for platoon 
football, and he points out that unlimited substitution is needed 
now more than ever before. Since the Russians hurled a touchdown 
pass to the moon, educators have speeded up the classroom tempo. 


—Less Football and More Classroom Work 


There are now very few colleges where a player can major in 
football. The accelerated program leaves less time than ever_before 
for a student to study football. If too many hours are spent on the 
gridiron, the players invariably fumble their bookwork. 


When the National Rules Committee meets in Miami Beach 
next week, they should consider this major point. Any coach will 
tell you that you can teach two-platoon football in half the time it 
takes to instruct a player on offense and defense. 


When Crisler and company lopped off one platoon, they main- 
tained that it would help the small colleges. Professor Little notes 
that the small colleges are almost unanimous in their plea for un- 
limited substitution. 


Ironically, the NAIA, consisting in general of colleges too 
small to travel in NCAA company, have employed two platoons 
all along. 


Other arguments in favor of limited substitution haven't panned 
out. Squads today are about the same size they were seven years 
ago, and most coaching staffs are larger. One-platoon advocates 
had claimed that smaller squads and staffs would result from the 
rule change. 


Then, of course, there’s the players themselves. They operate 
under unlimited substitution in high school and have to learn the 
game over in college. They seem to prefer two platoons, for more 
kids get to play.

—Endorsed by Everyone. but Duncan Hines 


There’s no doubt that the public favors platoon football. They 
| watch the pros on TV and happily endorse the wide-open game. 

They're tired of defensive football. The more touchdowns the mer- 
rier, and I can’t recall seeing a scoreless tie in pro ranks. 


Many college coaches snarl when you mention that. the pros 
will eventually put them out of business if they continue to concen- 
trate on defensive football under the limited sub system. Others 


& readily agree that they must improve their game, and free substi- 
H tution is a step in the right direction. 

Even sports writers, who cheered when unlimited substitution 
) was eliminated, voted recently in a poll for the return to platoons. 
; Staunch supporters of the present operation insist that a 
i player doesn’t get the full value of football unless he plays 


offense and defense. They often say that plateon football 
doesn’t build character. However, there seem to be just as 
many characters now as there were during platoon days. 


The coaches are the men who know the game best, and they 
have voted for a change by a lopsided margin. Educators eventu- 
ally are going to demand a new deal on practice hours, so the 
coaches should beat the professors to the punch. The public and 
press favor platoons. So, for a change, the minority should listen 
to the majority and change the rule when they convene in Miami 
Beach. 


They also might as well live modern and move the posts up to 
the goal line. The pros quite naturally play a betterrand of foot- 
ball, so there’s no need for the colleges to handcuff their own game 
with outmoded rules.

Tips that he would return to pro football with 
the Rams have emerged in recent weeks from 
Los Angeles and Chicago. Kuharich has brushed 
them off, saying at one point the reports ‘‘war- 
ranted no statement.” 


He reportedly encountered problems he did 
not anticipate in attempting to restore Notre 
Dame to a position of power in collegiate football. 


Pete Rozelle, Rams general manager, was 
publicity man at the University of San Francisco 
when Kuharich coached there. They are close 
friends. 

Rozelle said Tuesday night the Kuharich report 
is “one in a series of rumors involving the Rams’ 
job with Kuharich and other coaches.” 


He added that so far the job has been offered 
to no one but “‘we'expect to hire a new coach 
within the next few weeks.”

6-3 lead and maintained the ad- 
vantage as Kentucky did not score 
a field goal for a 10-minute stretch 
in the first half. 


The Commodores led at halftime 
27-26. But the Wildcats went into 
the lead to stay on Lickert’s hook 
shot two minutes into the second 
half and increased the margin to 
19 points before a minor Vander- 
bilt rally in the closing minutes. 


Kuharich received a four-year contract at 
Notre Dame, where his salary has been esti- 
mated as $18,000 at the most.

The average wife’s daily du- 
ties as cook, housekeeper, laun- 
dress, chauffeur, governess or 
nurse, seamstress, gardener and 
general handyman, are worth a 
minimum of $9,500 per year. 


That's how much, by Atlanta's

Homemaking magazines ordi- 
narily give me an inferiority 
complex, particularly the 50- 
cent one which take for granted 
opulence and elegance beyond 
my ken. But a man named 
Thomas E. Saxe Jr., a New 
England restaurant chain op- 
erator, has founded a worthy 
organization called the Sittin’, 
Starin’ N’Rockin’ Club and col- 
lected more than 300 rockers, 
apparently for use in the afore- 
mentioned club activity. House 
& Garden magazine, predicting 
the revival of the rocking 
chair, went to Mr. Saxe as the 
outstanding authority on the 
subject, to write a fairly de- 
finitive piece about rockers and 
rocking. (‘‘He all but lives in 
a rocker,” an editor’s note 
says. ‘“‘He was rocking furiously 


As a lifetime devotee of the 
rocker I found Mr. Saxe’s dis- 
cussion as warmly satisfying as 


a hypochondriac must feel 
when he discovers the pills he’s 
been taking have saved him 
from a virulent case of scurvy 
or plague. He points out that 
before dextrose was invented 
“10 generations of nursing 
mothers soothed their babies 
as they nourished them in arm- 
less rockers” and over the 
years the rocking chair has 
been advocated as.a remedy 
for “poor circulation, bad 
dreams, arthritis, constipation, 
varicose veins and nervous 
disorders.”’ 


““Maybe so,"’. Mr. Saxe com- 
ments, ‘‘as for me, I rock main- 
ly because it soothes my body 
and replenishes my _ spirit.”’ 


The rocking chair is almost 
certainly an American inven- 
tion, attributed - generally to 
that sweet genius, Benjamin 
Franklin, although some say the 
very earliest rocker was made 
in Plymouth Bay Colony by a 
man who put cradle rockers on 
a chair to “comfort the in- 
valided Mistress Brewster.’ 
Years ago I was assigned to 
entertain a British newspaper- 
woman making her first visit to 
this country and I'll never for- 
get that the two things that im- 
pressed her most were rocking 
chairs on the porches along the 
Gulf Coast and pin cushions in 
hotel rooms. (I’ve been looking 
for hotel pin cushions ever since 
and now I’m convinced that she 


been rocking chair enthusiasts, - 


including George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson and Abraham 
Lincoln, who was sitting in a 
rocking chair at the Ford The- 
ater the night he was shot. Dur- 
ing the last 200 years rocking 
chairs have even picked up 
pedigrees and entered the an- 
tiques class, although the 1960 
ones will probably run to steel 
and plastic. 


Mr. Saxe 4a ntly favors 
old-style rockers and makes a 
practice of giving them as wed- 
ding presents. Two pleasant 
messages go with his gift—one 
a legend stenciled on the head- 
piece, “Sit ye, rock and think” 
and the other the old Gaelic 
blessing: ‘“‘May the road rise 
with you, may the wind be al- 
ways at your back, and may the 
Lord hold you always in the 
hollow of His hand.”

Quotas on Woolens 


WASHINGTON (#—An advisory 
committee to the Secretary of 
Commerce Tuesday recommended 
limiting all imports of cotton 
goods and placing of quotas on 
imports of woolen, worsted and 
man-made fibers. 


The committee, appointed last 
July, recommended that cotton 
goods imports be curtailed by 
categories. It did not spell out 
how this would be done. Neither 
was there any elaboration on the 
recommendation for quotas on 
certain fibers. 


The group also recommended 
rejection of a proposal by Hong 
Kong to limit its shipments of 
cotton apparel to the United 
States. The committee said the 
Hong Kong plan was not satis- 
factory. 


The committee’s powers are 
limited to recommendations to 
Secretary of Commerce Mueller. 


It urged that the Commerce 
epartment try to work out a 
Voluntary arrangement with Hong 
Kong interests that would keep 
cotton commerce shipments to 
the United States on a “reason- 
able and proper basis.” 


Failure to curb imports from 
Hong Kong, it said, would be un- 
fair to Japan, which voluntarily 
limits its textile shipments to the 
United States.
